The essays have been in the hand 
of the committee, Mrs. A. L. Gary, 
II. 1». Wilson and ( ’. M. George for 
several weeks. 
Five dollars in gold 
will he presented to the author of the 
best essay submitted by the 
Senior 
high school class which studied his­ 
tory and two dollars will he given as 
a second prize. The other prizes will 
be awarded in 8A. SB, 7A and 7B. 


In connection with the awarding of 
prizes, the I). A. R. chapter here will 
present to the high school a co p y of 
the famous painting of Betsy Ross 
making the first American flag. 
The 
chapter expects to continue this con­ 


test from year to year. 
Flag day was observed here yester­ 
day by the display of 
the 
United 
States 
emblem. 
The 
Stars 
and 
Stripes were flaunted from the court 
house and fro mm any homes in the 
residence district. Fla g s wero used 
profusely in the decorations at the 
churches Sunday. 
The story of the 
stars and stripes, describing its evo­ 
lution through various stages to the 
present emblem is interesting. 
In September, 1775 there was dis­ 
played in the South what is by many 
believed to he the first distinctively 
American flag. 
It was blue with a 
white ('resent, and matched the dress 
of the troops, who wore caps inscrib­ 
ed “ Liberty or death/’ 
The colonists desired to adopt a 
common flag; 
hut they had not yet 
declared independence and were not 
at first seeking independence. 
They 
took the British flag as they knew it, 
and made a new eolonial flag by di­ 
viding the red field with white stripes 
into 
1.» 
alternate red 
and 
white 
stri|K»s. 
This is known as the Cam­ 
bridge flag, because it was first un­ 
furled over Washington’s headquar­ 
ters at Cambridge, Mass., on Jan. 1. 
1770. 
It compiled with the law of 
1707 by having the Union Jack on it; 
it also represented the Id colonies by 
the Id stripes. 
As the colonists gradually became 
converted to the idea that independ­ 
ence from the mother country 
was 
necessary, they began to modify the 
flag, first by leaving off the Union 
Jack and using only the 13 horizon­ 
tal stripes. 
The modified flags were 
not always red and white, hut regu­ 
larly consisted of combinations 
of 
two colors selected from red, white, 
blue and yellow. 
The final modifica­ 
tion was the replacement of the Union 
Jack hv the white stars on a blue 
field. 
The s t a r s are the only distinctive 
feature of the American flag. 
The 
charming story which credits Betsy 
Ross with making the 
first flag of 


s t a r s and stripes is still accepted by 
historians. 
When Washington sug­ 


g e s te d the six pointed star, she de­ 
monstrated the ease with which a 
five [minted star could he made by 
folding a piece of paper and produe-

The first evidence was heard thi 
afternoon in the ease of the Ko ko im 
Trust company and William H. Tur­ 
ner, substituted 
plaintiff, 
against 
Moses and Mary 
Yandenbark. 
in 
which notes in the suiijj of $7,000 am 
the foreclosure of a mortgage is de­ 
manded. 
The case is an important 
one and is being heard by Judge Al­ 
onzo Blair of the Shelby circuit court, 
who was appointed special judge b\ 
Judge Megee. 


The opening statements were made 
this morning and were quite lefigthy, 
due in part to make Judge Blair ac­ 
quainted with the facts in the case. 
Both sides are represented by a large 
number of attorneys and the 
case 
promises to he one of the hardest 
fought here for some time. 
Several 
important questions are involved in 
the case upon which the court will 
have to pass. 


Yandenbark, who is a former resi­ 
dent of Kqigbtstown, purchased the 
Lion store in Anderson, paying $27,- 
0(H) dollars. 
He paid, according to 
the attorneys in the opening 
state­ 
ment, $5,000 cash and 
gave 
seven 
notes calling for $1,000 each and an 
interest in a store in Greenfield for 
the balance. Turner, the plaintiff al­ 
leges that the notes are due and pay­ 
able and he has been unable to col­ 
lect. 
In the cross-complaint Yandenbark 
claims he was cheated and that the 
store was represented to be 
worth 
.$50,000 when in reality it was worth 
about $12,000. 
lie charges fraud in 
the cross-complaint . 
The plaintiff 
in the opening statement claimed that 
Yandenbark w as offered an invoice of 
the store but refused to let Turner 
take it. 
The cross-complaint states 
that Yandenbark is a person of un­ 
sound mind and a guardian was ap­ 
pointed for him, according 
to 
the 
plaintiff’s attorneys, after 
he 
had 
purchased tlie store and the deal had 
been closed. 
His guardian is John B. Simmons. 
The plaintiff also claims that a re­ 
ceiver was appointed for tlie Lion 
tore and that the receiver’s invoice 
bowed that there was .$23,000 worth 
of stock in the store at the time. The 
entire trohle arose over the attempt 
of Yandenbark to make Turner pay 
$2,300 for the fixtures that the slore 
owner claimed was his property. 
Turner is alleged to have told Van- 
denhark that he paid for the fixtures 
and was willing to back him up Yan­ 
denbark insisted and the split in rela­ 
tions came. 
The Second National Bank is al­ 
so a party to the suit. 
This 
bank 
held some of the notes Yandenbark 
had given. The bank took som** stock 
in the Spieeland sanatorium as 
se­ 
curity and in the meantime the sana­ 
torium burned down. 
The ease will 
take the greater part of the week to 
hear. 
The legal firms of Blaeklidge, 
Wolfe and Barnes, of Kokomo. Kit- 
tinger, Diven and

Some writers are of the opin­ 
ion that both s t a r s and stripes in the 
flag were derived from the coat of 
arms of the Washington famliy , hut 
this theory is not generally he'd 
The official adoption of our first 
flag was in 1777. On J une 14 of that 
y ear the Continental Congress passed 
an net providing that “ the flag of 
the thirteen United States be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and white; that 
the union be thirteen stars, white on 
a blue field, representing a new con­ 
stellation.” 
The 1.4 stars were ar­ 
ranged in a circle to sy mbolize the 
perpetuity of the union of the States. 
Vermont was admitted to the Union 
in 171)1 and Kentucky in 1792. 
It 
was felt that these two new States 
ought to he recognized on the flag, so 
in 1794 Congress passed an act mak­ 
ing the flag 15 stars and 15 stripes. 
This remained the flag of the Uni­ 
ted States throughout the 
War of 
1812, until 1810, an effort was given 
again made t<> modify the flag ;o that 
all the new States would be repre­ 
sented on it. 
To he continually ad­ 
ding stripes would make the flag very 
awkward in shape and appearance, 
so after arguing the matter for two 


y e a r s . Congress decided to return to 
the original 1.4 stripes and one star 
for each State. 
Congress ha* never 
determined the arrangement of the 
stars nor the shape and proportion of 
tin* flag, and there has been great va­ 
riation, es|W‘cially in the grouping of 
the stars.
